BETTER FRUIT WILL 
BRING BETTER 
RETURNS 


By A. L. Chandler 


After a bad season in citrus 
growing, it is always desirable 
to try and find the causes for 
failure and if possible to cor- 
rect them. In going over the 
situation it looks as though 
it was wrong to put all the! 
blame for the very low prices 
on the selling organizations 
and the market conditions in 
the East. Is it not possible 
that by producing better fruit 
California growers could have 
made a profit even this year? 
It is a fact that a few growers 
made a profit where others 
barely made expenses. It is a 
recognized fact also that our 
oranges and especially our 
lemons were of very poor qual- 
ity and did not ship well. Of 
course climatic conditions were 
largely the cause of this and 
therefore could not be remed- 
ied. 

Even though the. oranges 
were small, they were rather 
poor in texture. As a rule a 
small orange is of good quality 
but this did not apply last 
season. Both lemons and o:- 
anges matured very early and 
were subject to heavy decay 
in shipment. If we could have 
avoided this condition there is 
no question but that we could 
have. realized more money for 
the crop. 

Controlling Elements 

The factors that control the 
production of an orange grove 
are climate, pests, culture, and 
fertilizer. These factors are 
undoubtedly the most import- 
ant influences in citrus pro- 
lduction in Southern GCalifor- 
nia. Of these probably eli- 
mate has the greatest effect 
of any on the country as a 
whole, and last season was cer- 
tainly against us. With a hot 
dry fall and winter without 
much rain the average grove 
did not receive sufficient water 
during this period. To make 
matters worse the hot electric 
winds damaged the fruit and 
pulled away a great deal of 
moisture that could not be 
spared. Is there little wonder 
then that the fruit was forced 
into maturity early? 

Fortunately these same con- 
ditions that kept the grove 
in poor shape also kept down 
scale and pests in general so 
that they were no more serious 
than usual. 

Better Irrigation Methods 
| But this past season has 
brought out the fact that we 
must watch irrigation more 
closely than in the past. A few 
groves in Orange County, re- 
ceiving the care of Dr. D. Way- 
{nick, were in better shape to 
withstand the dry winter than 
others. These groves are care- 
fully checked for moisture con- 
tent at frequent and regular 
intervals, When the moisture 
content gets low the owner is 
|warned to irrigate and he does 
not irrigate before it is neces- 
sary. In this way they are 
kept in the best condition all 
the_time. A majority of or- 
ange groves did not receive 
enough irrigation last fall and 
winter and the trees plainly 
showed the effect of this by 
small sizes and prematurity 
of the fruit. The groves that 
were closely checked to main- 
tain plenty of moisture in the 
soil did not show the effect of 
the dry season to the extent 
of the others in the same coun- 
ty. They had larger and bet- 
ter fruit. 

Anything that prevents ir- 
rigation water from penetra- 
ting the soil will have a simi- 
lar effect to improper irriga- 
tion.. A hardpan oy other com- 
pacted soil condition shows 
the same effect on the trees 
after a hot wind as if the 
grove had not been properly 
irrigated. These conditions 
must be’ corrected. | 

Fertilizers and Quality 

If there ‘is anything that | 
should be well understood and! 
followed by all the growers 
it is a sound fertilizer schedule. 
Yet there is no phase of citrus 
growing that is more subject 
to controversy.” Nevertheless 
‘there is a growing conviction 
among orange growers that we! 
have been using a poor balance | 
of fertilizers. Too many groves 
have received nitrogen with- 
|out phosphates’ and potash for 
| 





a number of years. To feed 
a produeing grove on nitrogen 
alone is likely to. produce vig- 
orous growth at first. But 
jto continue this practice for 
jlong is likely. to produce poor 
‘fruit. An excess of nitrogen 
produces coarse soft fruit that 
| will not ship well. It needs 
‘phosphates and potash to bal- 


ance the nitrogen. These two 
materials make for smooth 
firm fruit and sturdy trees. 
It is true we get a certain 
amount of potash and phos- 
phates from our soil and a 
very small amount of manures, 
But the amounts of available 
materials that the tree gets in 
this way are necessarily small. 
We should not depend entirely 
on the chance of getting these 
very necessary elements from 
the soil. The addition of these 
materials in fertilizers is not 
costly but it will undoubtedly 
produce better selling fruit. 
During the war phosphates 
and potash were hard to get 
and very expensive. We got 
along without them. This prac- 
tice has continued ever since. 
‘We have as a result seen much 
poorer fruit. Should we not 
therefore go back to our for- 
mer practice of using the three 
plant foods, nitrogen, phos- 
phates, and potash? If we do 
California will again produce 
top grade fruit that pays hand- 
some returns to the producers.

BAN IN THE HILL 


With an order issued closing 
all of the Angeles National Forest 
Reserve, except at Big Bear, Lake 
Arrowhead and other privately- 
owned resorts in the San Bernar- 
dino Mountains, a ban has con- 
sequently been placed on deer 
hunting, it was stated by Fred 
Jeken, deputy forest supervisor.

There is nothing more éxpensive than 
a cheap roof. A roof is very much like 
an umbrella. It may be very decorative, 
but it is not good unless it sheds the rain. 
And it cannot be really serviceable un- 
less it remains in good condition for a 
long time. 

Primarily a roof is the protection that 
we put over the house to keep off the ele- 
ments and it must be especially designed 
to carry off water. This means that the 
surfaces have to be inclined or, as we 
say, “Pitched.” 

The pitch is a very important matter, 
for the steeper the roof the more quickly 
it will clear itself of water, which is just 
another way of saying that fewer leaks 
will develop. 

For example, a roof covered with ship- 
gles that is not steep enough will soon 
become wet all through. Water will be 
carried up between the shingles and 
through the roof covering, and so find 
its way into the house. 

As a matter of fact, any kind of roof 
that is made of overlapping units, such 
as slate, tile or shingles of wood, cement, 
asbestos or asphalt, should be pitched at 
least 30 per cent. 

If the roof is covered with sheet meta! 
like tin or copper, or with layers of felt 
set in hot tar, it does not have to be steep, 
for water ruus of this kind of material 
very quickly. In any event there is no 
chance for it to creep back underneath 
the roofing. 

These materials are therefore especial- 
ly valuable for flat roofs. On the other 
handle the color, texture and generally 
superior appearance of overlapping units 
make these coverings more desirable for 
pitched roofs—those which can be easily 
seen. 

The simplest kind of a pitched roof !s 
one which slopes both ways from a ridge. 
This is ealled a gable roof, because of the 
gables thus formed at each end of the 
house. Ifthe roof pitches up from all 
four sides you have a “hip” roof. 

Tf the house plan is a combination of 
rectangles such as an L-shaped plan, 
the planes of the roof. come into contact 
with each other at one or more places to 
make a valley. 

Vallevs are the most vulnerable places 
of all in a roof. This is true because the

Brick In Home Is Small Part of Cost 


“While both the price of brick and the 
wages paid the bricklayer have something 
to do with the cost of a brick home, it is 
being demonstrated that after all, even 
when these are seemingly high, they rep- 
resent only a minor portion of the home 
cost,” says the Clay-Worker. 

“And though high prices for brick and 
high wages for bricklaying add some to 
the total of home cost, the burden here 
may easily be overwhelmed with some of 
the other items. This is brought out 
graphically in a diagram illustrating 
building costs in detail as prepared by 
the American Appraisal Co. for the of- 
ficial organ of the Hadfield-Penfield Co. 

“The charting shows that in the build- 
ing of what is termed a brick house the 
brick and mortar represent only 8.30 per 
cent of the total cost, while lumber rep- 
resents 15.12 per cent, and even millwork 
9.66 per cent of the total. In other words 
the brick and mortar item, out of which 


_ the walls, are constructed, represent less 


in cost than either the lumber used in in- 
terior framing, or doors and millwork 
and stairs.”’ 

the angle. There is more water in the 
valley than elsewhere on the roof sur- 
faces. Any break in the roof plane in- 


creases the difficulty of making the -roof 


absolutely water tight. Whereever the 
roof is broken with a dormer window or 
a chimney stack or vent pipe, there is a 
place for water to work down into the 
house. 

We solve the problem by covering the 
intersections with sheets of metal. This 
is called flashing. If flashing is to be ef- 
fective it must run well under the roof 
covering and up the wall of the chimney 


so water cannot get behind it. 


Tin is commonly used for flashings of 
roofs covered with wooden shingles. 
Roofs covered with asphalt and felt com- 
position shingles may be flashed at some 
places with the same kind of materials 
that the shingles are made—while roofs 
covered with tile, slate, cement or other 
eaually durable materials should have 
flashings made of copper, for this mate- 
rial is also very durable. 

The flashing is without doubt the most 
important part of roofing. Remember 
that wherever the roof surface is broken 
vou must have flashing and that there 
will certainly be leaks at these places 
“unless the work is especially well done.

ON THE FIRE LINE 


The Southern Counties Gas 
Company has sent eighteen of its 
local district employees to fight 
the forest fire menace which has 
burned thousands of acres of 
Angelus Forest Reserve, accord- 
ing to C. G. Spencer, district 
superintendent of the company in 
this locality. The gas utility pa-. 
trol is in charge of Spencer and 
W. L. McKee, district foreman, is 
the assistant group leader. 

Spencer’s unit, which is a part 
of the Angelus Forest Protective 
Association, organized early this 
summer when the fire hazard be- 
Game serious, was called into ac- 
tion last Wednesday night at 10 
o'clock. The crew of eighteen 
men were rushed by machine to 
the fire front, where they fought 
for sixty hours with only seven 
hours relief. 

According to Spencer, this is 
the third time that his unit has 
been called this season. The 
group has drilled and made sev- 
eral trips into the nearby moun- 
tain regions preparatory to just 
such a condition as now exists. 
Three of the unit are from the 
‘Covina gas office, the balance of 
the quota being from Pomona.

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POMONA TEAM TO 
DEBATE. OMFORD 


Pomona College has been plac- 
ed upon the schedule of the deée- 
bating team of Oxford University. 
This team, consisting of Malcolm 
J. MacDonald of Queen’s College, 
son of the British Prime Minis- 
ier; J. D. Woodruff of New Col- 
lege, and M. C. Hollis of Balliol 
College, will be touring Canada 
and the United States in a series 
of debates during the next four 
months. The tour begins in Hast- 
ern Oanada early in the fall and 
debates will be held with various 
Canadian colleges through to the 
Pacific Coast. The British team 
debates against a number of 
American schools, reaching this 
section during the Christmas holi- 
days, which they plan to spend 
in Southern California. They 
leave Southern California January 
14 for New Zealand, for a fur- 
ther series of debates, 

While Oxford debating teams 
have visited the eastern part of 
the United States, contesting with 
Columbia, Bates and New York 
universities, this will be the first 
time any such team from Europe 
has visited the Pacific Coast. 

On January 7, 1925, the Oxford 
team will debate at Claremont 
against a Pomona College team 
of three men yet to be selected 
from the senior class. While the 
topic of the debate is not yet 
definitely settled, it wilk probably 
be, “Resolved, that this House is 
opposed to the principle of pro- 
hibition.” Oxford will uphold the 
affirmative and Pomona will argue 
the negative. Twenty minutes 
will be allowed for each construc- 
ive speech and one five-minute re 
buttal will be allowed each team. 
In accordance with the Oxford 
method of debate, the decision 
will be left to a vote of the aud- 
ience. This will undoubtedly be 
one of the outstanding events of 
the forensic season on the Pacific 
Coast. 

Malcolm J. MacDonald, son of 
the British Prime Minister, like 
his father, is a Socialist in poli- 
tics. He is twenty-two years of 
age, a slender, modest, dignified 
young man of scholarly appear- 
ance, who plans to enter upon a 
political career. He expects to 
visit the large cities of the Unit- 
ed States and will circle the globe 
before returning to London. In 
a brief interview he said: “Per- 
sons like me leave Oxford full 
of ideas, but they are other peo- 
ple’s ideas. They are second- 
hand. I want experience to cdn- 
firm them or help to get a new 
set of my own.” : 

MacDonald and the Prince of 
Wales, travelling on different 
ships, sailed for America on the 
same day. Wales has been head- 
lined in all the newspapers as a 
social lion and good sport. Mac 
Donald has devoted himself to

FIRESWEEPS THRU

hs assistant, J. V. Vaile, and a 
number of others. 


Congressman Lineberger was 
asked to. use,his influence toward 
securing a larger appropriation 
from congress for the protection 
of national forests. 


A firebreak extending from 
Clamshell Canyon to Monrovia 
peak was completed yesterday, 
and Supervisor Charlton immed- 
iately began preparations to back- 
fire the unburned -brush to the 
‘east of the line. 

This ‘heroic measure was decid: 
ed pon in a last effort to hold 
the flames out of Santa Anita 
Canyon to the west. 

Another small fire was blazing 
yesterday north of Monrovia peak. 

In order to handle these small 
fires and at the same time to 
move closer to the two main lines 
of battle, Chief Forester Greeley 
yesterday moved his headquarters 
into a new camp at Clover Crest, 
in Clover Leaf Canyon, north of 
Monrovia. 

Deer Driven Out 

Numerous deer and smaller ‘ani- 

mals continued to pour into the 
foothills north of Monrovia, driv- 
en out of the forests by the 
flames. One ranger reported see- 
ing a mountain lion... The lion 
was so intent on escaping from 
the fire that he dashed through a 
crew of fire-fighters without ap- 
pearing to see them. 
. The flames, spreading in two 
other directions, were threaten- 
ing Mt. Wilson ,and Mt. Lowe 
with their observatories and re- 
sorts. 

Backfiring was resorted to yes- 
terday on the west fork of the 
San Gabriel River in an_ effort 
to stop the fire, which is advanc- 
ing westward on both sides of 
the canyon, with the two world- 
famous observatories in the path. 

County Fire Warden Flintham, 
with 600 men, was working. fever- 
ishly to construct a firebreak from 
Mt. Wilson to Barley Flats. 

In the event that 
backfires fail to halt the flames, 
it is believed they may be stop 
ped at the new firebreak. 

Victorious there, it is feared the 
fire may advance into the water- 
shed above Pasadena, in which 
event the federal forest super- 
visor said the disaster would 
prove to be the ‘worst in the his- 
tory of Southern California. : 

Paige Gives Figures 

Figures secured’ from Deputy 
Warden Paige late last night trom 
headquarters at Monrovia, where 
federal, county and civic forces 
have combined, indicated there 
were 1600 men on the lines. 

“Pomona watershed is only in 
danger if the most extreme. prob- 
abilities come to pass,” Mr. Paige 
stated last night. 





yesterday’s ; 
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into the Pine Flats, where heavy 
timber stands. Two courses are 
open here—one for the fire to 
turn westward into the Pasadena 
watershed, the other for the 
flames to race on to the Mojave 
desert. Probabilities are that the 
latter will occur. Then, should 
a strong desert wind occur—one 
of those’ electrical outbreaks 
which occasionally sweep this dis- 
trict—there would be 4 good 
chance of the flames coming back 
south into the San Antonio Can- 
yon region. Now, however, the 
fire is over fifteen miles distant 
and traveling in a tangent. 

“In this sector we are holding 
our own,” he said. “If only nor 
mal conditions continue, our part 
of the work will be entirely suc- 
cessful. But I know they are 
having a terrific battle in the vic- 
inity of Monrovia hill.” 


Describes Fire Area 

Major Kelley late last night de- 
scribed topographically the course 
of the San Gabriel Canyon fire. 

Taking’ as a main line the ex- 
tension of the principal north 
and south street of Glendora, the 
northeasterly tip of the blaze has 
penetrated into the Pine Flat re- 
gion, about midway through the 
Angeles Forest Reserve and about 
14 miles from Glendora, due north 
along this line. 

This northward racing strip is 
about two miles wide and fol- 
lows the course of the north fork 
of the San Gabriel on the west 
side of the canyon. 

The north fork of the San Gab- 
riel leaves the juncture of the 
west fork about three-quarters of 
a mile north and west of Camp 
Rincon, around which the fire rag- 
ed for days and which has been 
a base of operations during the 
fire. Camp Rincon is about seven 
miles due north of Glendora, a 
little west of the line described 
above. ; 

Gigantic in Scope 

Still with this line as a base in 
his topographical picture, Major 
Kelley says the fire covers from 
Camp Rincon a gigantic potato- 
shaped patch, the northern edge 
following the west fork of the San 
Gabriel for about four miles west 
and then cutting along a line 
which runs from north to west 
diagonally. The western end of 
this line would be Monrovia hill, 
around which the fire seethed last 
night. 

From Monrovia hill ran the big 
break which the fighters had dug 
to the head of Fish Canyon, a 
point about two miles south and 
three and one-half miles east of 
the hill. 

The fire leaped this barrier, 
however, and now presents a 
front circling irregularly from 
Monrovia hill southward and east- 
ward around Deer Park, Santa 
Anita Canyon and thence on an 
eastward line to Fish and Van 
Tassel Canyons, this front being 
less than three miles from Azusa 
and Monrovia on its southern 
stretch.

The fighters have the fire 
pretty well hemmed in on the 
principal sectors of the great 
westward-bound blaze, breaks at 
the north and south corners and 
directly on the west front form- 
ing what is considered a gafe bar- 
rer if the wind remains as it was 
last night, out of the West. 

But in the northward-bound sec- 
tor, raging along the north fork 
of the San Gabriel, the fire was 
considered almost completely out 
of control and had already pene- 
trated into the tip of. Bine Flats 
and the finest stand of tifber in 
this section of the forest. 

Beyond Pine Flats runs a clear 
course to the Mojave desert, 

At this point also a strong des- 
ert wind would work havoc. Right 
in the heart of the forest, the fire 
could easily swing east and south 
again and head into the San An- 
tonio region, North Baldy and the 
Pomona watershed. This is an 
eventuality which is not probabie 
and against which extensive pro- 
visions have already been made,
